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WORLD  COCOA.  BEAN  CROP 
SECOND  LARGEST  OF  RECORD 


World  cocoa  bean  production  for  1969-70  is  estimated  at  1,376.600 
metric  tons,  up  11. 5  percent  over  the  1 968-69  harvest  of  1,234,500  tons. 
If  the  latest  crop  estimates  are  realized,  the  1969*70  world  harvest 
will  be  the  second  largest  of  record  and  will  offer  consumers  much 
needed  relief  from  the  tight  supply  situation  experienced  during  1969* 
Most  West  African  main  crops  have  exceeded  early  season  expectations, 
and  African  production  is  estimated  to  increase  by  nearly  100,000  tons 
this  season*    South  American  crop  prospects  have  also  improved,  and  if 
favorable  growing  conditions  continue  through  the  remainder  of  the 
season,  good  increases  are  anticipated  for  both  Brazil  and  Ecuador. 

World  production  is  now  expected  to  exceed  consumption  requirements  in 
1970,  following  k  consecutive  deficit  production  years  that  have  left 
world  ste^ss  at  very  low  levels.    Despite  the  larger  1969*70  crop  and 
the  recent  easing  of  prices,  world  grindings  this  year  are  forecast  to 
be  below  1969  levels  as  manufacturers  will  be  working  off  cocoa  acquired 
at  higher  prices  and  because  of  increased  use  of  extenders  and  substitutes. 


Cocoa  bean  prices  have  continued  to  trend  downward  during  the  first  2 
months  of  1970  after  peaking  in  November  of  last  year,  when  New  York 


spot  Accra  cocoa  bean  prices  reached  50  cents  per  pound.    Such  high 
prices  reflected  forecasts  of  only  a  moderate  increase  in  world  pro- 
duction and  the  possibility  that  1970  could  become  the  5th  consecutive 
deficit  production  year.    New  York  spot  Accra  prices  at  the  close  of 
February  have  fallen  to  33  cents  per  pound,  well  under  the  I969  annual 
average  of  45.7  cents. 


Production  and  Trade 


Africa:    African  production  is  forecast  to  be  up  11. k  percent  over  last 
season,  reflecting  record  crops  in  the  Ivory  Coast  and  Cameroon  and  a 
good  recovery  in  production  levels  by  Ghana  and  Nigeria.  Although 
prices  have  fallen  considerably  during  the  past  2  months,  West  African  • 
producing  nations  will  still  enjoy  good  export  earnings  from  the  1969*70 
harvest,  because  major  portions  of  the  main  crops  were  sold  forward 
before  the  recent  price  decline. 

Because  of  larger  than  expected  post-Christmas  pickings,  the  production 
estimate  in  Ghana  for  I969-7O  has  been  revised  upward  to  400,000  tons, 
a  recovery  of  61,000  tons  from  the  rain-damaged  harvest  of  last  season. 
The  main  crop  harvest  is  expected  to  approximate  380,000  metric  tons 
(37*1,000  long  tons)  compared  with  the  poor  1 968-69  main  crop  outturn 
of  only  302,675  tons  (297,908  long  tons).    The  1970  mid-crop  is 
provisionally  estimated  at  about  20,000  tons. 

Nigerian  production  has  also  recovered  from  the  poor  1 968-69  season 
and  is  expected  to  reach  218,000  tons.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during 
January-September  I969  totaled  152,906  tons  valued  at  $126*3  million, 
and  cocoa  butter  shipments  were  7,670  tons  valued  at  $13*8  million. 
The  major  recipients  of  the  cocoa  bean  exports  were:    the  United  Kingdom, 
39,677  tons;  West  Germany,  24,76l  tons;  the  Netherlands,  23,532  tons; 
the  United  States,  15,063  tons;  the  USSR,  17,725  tons;  and  Italy,  16,984 
tons.    Oae  Netherlands  and  the  United  Kingdom  were  the  largest  customers 
for  the  cocoa  butter  exports,  taking  4,057  tons  and  1,937  tons, 
respectively. 

Ivory  Coast  production  will  be  a  record  this  season  with  the  harvest 
expected  to  reach  at  least  160,000  tons.    New  plantings  coming  into 
bearing  and  low  incidence  of  disease  and  pests  are  responsible  for  the 
large  outturn.    The  World  Bank  is  considering  a  multlmilllon  dollar 
loan  to  the  Ivoirian  Government  for  the  establishment  of  37,000  to 
^5,000  acres  of  new  cocoa  and  for  the  regeneration  of  up  to  124,000 
acres  of  existing  trees. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  from  the  Ivory  Coast  during  October-September 
1968-69  totaled  111,197  tons,  down  slightly  from  the  1967-68  shipments

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of  113,684  tons.    Major  recipients  of  the  1968-69  exports  were:  the 
Netherlands,  28,l8l  tons;  France,  25,886  tons;  West  Germany,  20,633 
tons;  the  United  States,  18,420  tons;  Italy,  7,973  tons;  and  the 
USSR,  3>003  tons. 

Cameroon  is  also  anticipating  a  record  crop  this  season  with  production 
expected  to  reach  105,000  tons*    East  Cameroon's  exports  of  cocoa  beans 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1969  totaled  43,070  tons  valued  at  $35.8 
Billion  compared  with  41,240  tons  valued  at  $25.7  million  during  the 
corresponding  1968  period.    Exports  of  cocoa  products  for  the  first 
9  months  of  1969  were  15,260  tons  valued  at  $18.0  million  compared 
with  shipments  for  the  same  period  of  1968  of  11,580  tons  valued  at 
$9.7  million. 

A  new  cocoa  processing  plant  is  proposed  for  the  island  of  Fernando  Po. 
The  nev  plant  will  be  built  by  a  Spanish  firm  and  is  planned  to  begin 
operations  sometime  during  the  1970-71  crop  year.    The  factory  viU 
have  an  initial  capacity  of  6,000  tons  and  will  expand  as  conditions 
warrant. 

South  America:    South  American  production  is  expected  to  increase  by 
12  percent  because  larger  crops  are  being  harvested  by  Ecuador  and 
Brazil.    The  Brazilian  production  estimate  has  been  revised  upward  to 
185,000  tons,  but  production  could  be  higher  depending  on  the  Temporao 
outturn.    Prospects  for  the  1970  Temporao  crop  are  very  good,  and  if 
weather  conditions  remain  favorable,  an  outturn  equaling  last  year's 
high  level  of  1,749,000  bags  (105,000  tons)  could  be  reached. 


Major  Constosers 


United  States  cocoa  bean  gri ridings  during  I969  totaled  268,484  metric 
tons  (591*9  million  pounds),  off  nearly  8  percent  from  1968  grindings 
of  290,710  tons  (640.9  million  pounds).    Fourth-quarter  1969  grind 
amounted  to  69, 173  tons  (152. 5  million  pounds),  down  6.5  percent  from 
the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 

Cocoa  bean  imports  into  the  United  States  during  I969  fell  to  221,941 
tons  from  231,869  tons  the  year  before;  but,  reflecting  higher  prices, 
the  value  rose  to  $168.1  million  in  I969  from  $136.0  in  1968.  The 
unit  import  value  (f .o.b.  country  of  origin)  of  cocoa  bean  imports  in 
1969  was  34.36  cents  per  pound  compared  with  26.61  cents  in  1968  and 
23.25  cents  per  pound  in  1967*    Hie  high  price  levels  of  I969  were 
not  fully  reflected  in  the  unit  value  last  year  because  of  the  forward 
sales  policies  of  Vest  African  producers. 

Imports  of  cocoa  products  for  most  categories  also  registered  declines, 
with  the  exceptions  of  cocoa  powder  and  cake  (sweetened  and  unsweetened), 


which  shoved  slight  increases.    The  biggest  decline  was  in  the  category 
"sweetened  chocolate,  except  bars  and  blocks, "  chiefly  because  of 
reduced  imports  of  chocolate  milk  crumb  from  Ireland. 

High  cocoa  prices  and  short  supplies  lowered  cocoa  gri ridings  in  many 
other  major  consuming  nations  in  19^9»    West  Germany's  fourth-quarter 
I969  grind  fell  12.7  percent  from  the  equivalent  1968  quarter  and  was 
down  nearly  11  percent  for  total  I969  to  about  12 i*-, 000  tons. 

Grind  in  the  United  Kingdom  also  declined  with  1969  fourth-quarter 
statistics  showing  21,900  long  tons  compared  with  23,300  long  tons  for 
the  last  quarter  of  1968.    Annual  1969  grind  amounted  to  90,900  tons 
against  91,500  tons  in  I968  and  9^,200  long  tons  in  1967. 

Netherlands  grindings  for  1969  were  110,620  metric  tons,  down  slightly 
from  the  previous  year's  level  of  Hl,580  tons.    Grind  for  January  1970 
was  reported  at  9>500  tons  compared  with  10,160  tons  for  January  I969. 

Other  I969  grind  data  for  specified  consuming  countries  with  1968  data 
in  parentheses  are:    France,  42,900  tons  (^9,700);  Belgium,  17, 07^  tons 
(18,338);  Switzerland,  15,^3  tons  (16,073);  Sweden,  6,^87  tons  (6,965); 
and  Denmark,  3,900  tons  (4,310).
